tion Said To Have Proved 

Costly To The Army 

(Contributed) 

"Procrastination means death/* 
says Winston Churchill. Mr. 
Churchill was concerned with 
speeding up war production. The 
question arises; What clogs war 
machinery? Efficiency experts 
whose job it is to find out say 
that absenteeism through illness 
is the greatest clogger. 

Generally speaking, illness re- 
sults when health laws are bro- 
ken and health laws are broken 
because of ignorance of those 
laws. A century or more ago 
people believed that death came 
when God called and nothing 
could or should be done. Then 
came advances in medical science 
and dreaded plagues such as 
smallpox were almost wiped out. 
An astonishing decrease was seen 
in infant mortality while adults 
became safer insurance risks. 
AH was well. With closed eyes 
people failed to recognize the 
dangerous disease, complacency. 

War came. We opened our 
eyes to face facts. We were not 
and are not a healthy nation. 
Not only is war work slowed 
down because of illness but sol- 
dier training suffers in Ihe same 
way. Training is held up and 
repeated at great cost, largely 
because of a lack of health edu- 
cation in the school years. 
Health habits cannot be formed 
in a month or a year. 

Taxpayers pay for schools. Do 
returns justify the investment? 
Because of the money invested 
the schools are expected to de- 
velop a generation with keen, 
healthy minds and healthy 
bodies. In many cases, includ- 
ing Newmarket, the services of a 
qualified health instructor were

The most successful salesmanship in the retail 
world is that which holds out some attractive and 
enjoyable return for money expended. A hair- 
do that will be the envy of one's friends, a suit 
that will make the girls stare, an insurance policy 
that will provide a pension for the evening of life 
(that will enable the purchaser to play golf while 
his wife has nothing to do but wash the dishes 
and fenil to her heart's content)— these are the 
inducements that sell merchandise- 
Fear too sometimes sells merchandise — the fear 
of "offending" and being a social outcast, the fear 
of disease, the fear of spending one's final years 
in poverty — but we rather think that hope and 
anticipation are better salesmen. So we will 
probably find ourselves ouying more Victory 
bonds and more war savings certificates if we 
think in terms of what a nice world this can be 
after the Nazis are defeated than of what a hor- 
rible place it would be if the Nazis should win 
their long chance. 

There is real reason for optimism about the 
post-war world. There is every reason to think 
that governments all over the world will work 
together to promote trade and prosperity instead 
of fighting each other with tariff walls. There 
is every reason to think that governments will he 
able to maintain fairly high employment after the 
war. While they cannot go on borrowing indef- 
initely, spending more than they collect in taxes, 
it is to be remembered that production will 
be not of armaments but of food, clothes, radios, 
plows and other useful goods. 

There is every reason to invest confidently in 
victory, not with the thought that there will be 
dire need after the war of the money invested 
now, but with the thought that it will be more 
enjoyed in a more orderly post-war world. That 
is a reasonable expectation. 



SPEECHLESS - - WELL, NEARLY 

What shall we say? The truth is that Mr. 
Hepburn's departure from public life came so 
suddenly — in spite of the warnings he has given— 
that he has left most of us speechless*. Our first 
feeling is that it must mean an improvement, but 
a blush of shame comes over us as we remember 
some of Mitch's endearing qualities. He has 
never been dull, he has never been timid, he has 
admitted mistakes, and, last but not least, he has 
spent money like water. 

When it was new. Premier Hepburn's broom 
cleaned up some things around Queen's Park 
that did not seem quite right, it brought stricter 
control over municipal financing and put many a 
defaulting municipality on its feet, it gave Ont- 
ario compulsory milk pasteurization, it gave Ont- 
ario's schools a more modern approach to educa- 
tion (though we fear that much of the new vision 
was lost with Thornton Mustard, a victim of the 
Athenia sinking), and no doubt it temporarily 
checked the provincial spending spree. 

The time has now come, however, when the 
broom is no longer new.. The economizers have 
outspent their predecessors, Mr. Hepburn him- 
self has shown an inability to subordinate his 
personal dislikes to the public welfare. His re- 
fusal to sit down with the dominion and other 
provinces to study the Sirois report was a great 
disservice to Ontario and Canada. His fostering 
of the idea that Ontario* supports the rest of the 
dominion — when as a matter of fact industrial 
Ontario is the chief beneficiary- from Canada's 
tariffs and the other provinces are her chief cus- 
tomers—has also been unfortunate. 

His mantle now falls on Uic shoulders of the 
minister who was associated with him in the 
foolish "milch cow*" talk. Mr. Conant, however, 
has many good qualities. lie too has courage 
and he has been a vigorous attorney-general and 
law-enforcer. His stature may well increase with 
experience. He will have associated with him 
such truly public-spirited citizens 05 Dr. Duncan 
McArthur, minister of education, and P. M. 
Dewan, minister of agriculture. The non-medical 

minister of health, Harold Kirby, also has a good 
record. 

Mr. Hepburn revealed in his last public act, 
the nomination of a successor as prime minister 
without consulting his cabinet colleagues, as he 
has often revealed before, his lack of appreciation 
of our democratic institutions and their origin. 
Mr. Hepburn told a labor gathering recently that 
he had read a book. Unfortunately, he hasn't 
read enough books. He -has served in a high 
office under the handicap of a deficient educa- 
tion. He has neither the formal higher education 
of the university nor that better kind of educa- 
tion that comes from a lot of good reading. Mr. 
Hepburn, we venture to guess, has never read a 
history of the United Kingdom or of Canada since 
he left high school. He was possibly too busy 
and hard-working as a fanner, and too much out 
of the habit* of study when he became a member 
of parliament. 

In resigning and recommending his successor 
to the lieutenant-governor without consulting his 
colleagues, or his supporters in the house, he did 



nothing unlawful — there is no written law cover- 
ing parliamentary practice — he did nothing clear- (most.

ly unconstitutional — nothing that actually breaks 
with any well-established parliamentary rule. 
He just didn't do the thing that appeals to par- 
liamentarians and students of parliamentary 
government as the right thing. 

While it is the function of a retiring prime 
minister to advise the crown whom to call upon 
to head a new ministry, the prime minister must 
recommend a person who can command a major- 
ity in the house. Usually there is only one such 
person. A prime minister whose party has been 
defeated at the polls recommends that the crown 
call upon the leader of the successful party.

more leeway. There may be several persons 
who, once given the leadership, could command 
a majority in the house. Under such circum- 
stances truly democratic advice to the crown will 
recognize that the ministry, and the prime min- 
ister, are not, as they once were, the ministers or 
servants of the crown, but the ministers or ser- 
vants of the house (and the electors) and the 
right of choice should lie with the house. He 
should ascertain the members* choice by consul- 
tation with them or by consultation with his 
cabinet colleagues. 

Moreover, a prime minister should not give at 
any time personal or irresponsible advice to the 
crown but advice which he knows, from consul- 
tation with his cabinet colleagues, will have the 
support of the majority in the house. He should 
give not his own advice to the crown, but the 
whole ministry's advice. In the present instance, 
the lieutenant-governor might properly have 
asked: "Have you consulted your colleagues?" 
and refused to act upon Mr. Hepburn's advice 
until Mr. Hepburn could say that he had con- 
sulted his fellow ministers and that his advice 
represented the will of the legislature. 

Mr. Hepburn might have recommended Col. 
George Drew, who could have carried on until 
the legislature met or until a vote of the people. 
Mr. Conant has a much better chance of com* 
inanding a majority in the house, but the fact is 
lhat until the legislature meets Ontario will have 
as prime minister one who has not been endorsed 
by the house, or by a caucus of the majority, or 
been selected by a convention as leader of his

Questioned further by the 
crown as to whether Mr. Morden 
had gotten out of the car when 
he and Miller were stealing the 
chickens, Gross stated: "When 
he stopped the car, Mr. Morden 
said, 'No, I'll not get out of the 
car. I'U drive slowly and pick 
you up.'" 

"You have had experience in 
police courts before?" cross- 
examined Mr. Saunders, counsel 
for Mr. Morden. 

The witness admitted that he 
had been convicted before but 
denied that he was on probation 
at the present time. 

Constable Joseph Jardine, East 
Gwillimbury, told his worship 
that at 8.15 p.m. on the night in 
question he had visited the 
Miller home, where he saw 
William Waltenberry. Miller and 
Morden were not * there.

Constable Watt went on to say 
that in the house he found 
Miller, Gross, Betty Morden, 
Claude Perrin and Waltenberry, 
and that when he asked them if 
they knew where the chickens 
came from, they said they didn't 
know. 

Asked by the crown ir Will- 
iam Morden was in the house at 
the time, the officer said that he 
was not in the house, although 
shortly before he saw him 
through the window. 

Questioned as to Joseph Gross* 
condition the officer stated: "He 
was stupid. His breath smclled 
as if he had been drinking."' 

Constable Watt further stated 
that oil the day following he 
found two more chickens on 
Millers place and still later an- 
other one. 

"Did Miller know where the 
chickens came -from?'" asked the 
crown. 

"He told me that they were 
taken from George Wright," re- 
plied Constable Walt.

One should be ntore cheerful 
after a meeting, said one. mor- 
ale of whole household raised, 
suggested another, by stimulat- 
ing program. 

Exchange of ideas for home 
improvement, for health, for bet- 
ter nutrition, charitable impulses 
helped, thoughtfulness for others 
emphasized. 

We should guard our health, 
we homemakcrs. for efficiency in 
the home and elsewhere* is based 
on good health — mental and phy- 
sieal. 

, Mrs. Aitken. said Mrs. Hayes, 
'is an example of health and 
efficiency. 

Now that there is a shortage of 
doctors we should guard our 
health with redoubled vigilance. 
and it is a strange and a sad 
thing that with Canada's abun- 
dance of excellent foodstuffs yet 
! there is malnutrition, so it's up 
[to us to make the right food so 
'attractive that in spite of likes 
and dislikes it will be eaten. 
. A community cannot rise 
above the level of its homes, 
; therefore it's up lo us to have 
1 real homes. Social life is needed 
, now more than ever and the 
[boys and girls left at home 
should be given every considera- 
tion: there should be something 
constructive for them — fitst aid 
classes, singing, anything ■ that 
will create a more co-opcrnlive 
and better community, Peace 
begins in the home, we cannot 
expect peace among nations till 
it has achieved perfection in the 
home. 

Mrs. Hayes advised lunch at 
meetings, but minus tea. coffee. 
sugar and sweet things. Sacc- 
harine not advised as substitute 
sweetener. 

Scientific agriculture should 
be encouraged and a brief bulle- 
tin on agriculture should be 
read at each meeting. Encour- 
age the use of good seed and the 
killing of weeds.
